360,000 Private Home 
Units Erected in ’38 


The D epartm ent of Commerce es­ 
tim ates that in 1938 we built some 
360.000 units, as apainst only 327,000

Home Owners Urged to 
Watch for Roof Defects 


Just as every automobile eventu­ 
ally needs repairing, so will every 
roof eventually leak. 
Many leaks 
can be prevented, however, by the 
exercise of a little foresight. 
Typ­ 
ical roof danger signals are: miss­ 
ing shingles; warped curled or split 
shingles; choaked gutters'and down­ 
spouts damaged flashings and defec­ 
tive 
m ortar 
joints 
of 
chimneys, 
parapets and copings. Such defects 
demand immediate attention 
If a roof does leak, the drip may 
not occur directly under the actual 
leak, particularly on a sloping roof. 
W hen investigating, first check all 
of the above points th at fall in a 
line running from the drip to the

SEE CORONATION 


Vatican City, March 13 (AP) — 
Pope Pius XII opened his old sum­ 
mer estate in the Alban hills today 
to the envoys of 41 nations who saw 
him crowned with brilliant pomp 
and stately ceremony in St. Peter’s 
Sunday. 
Joseph P. Kennedy. United States 
ambassador to London and tile first 
official United. States representative 
to attend a papal coronation since 
1846, was scheduled to have a separ­ 
ate audience with the pontiff to 
present Mrs. Kennedy and eight of 
their children. 
Diplomats, prelates and princes 
were among the 500,000 or so per­ 
sons who watched the resplendent 
scenes of religious pageantry and 
enthusiasm 
in 
the 
vast 
mother 
church of Catholicism when the 
great, golden, jewel-encrusted tiara 
was placed en the head of the 262nd 
pope, a pope of peace. 
The envoys were invited to be 
guests of the new pontiff’s secretary 
o f state. Cardinal Maglione, for a 
tour of the 100-acre lakeside papal 
estate at Castel Gandolfo and tea 
in the 310-year-old summer palace. 
Scores of ordinary folk nursed 
bruises and r e s t e d overstrained 
nerves from the four-hour corona­ 
tion ceremony and the crush when 
thousands rushed

from

basilica to see the actual coronation, 
which took place on a St. Peter's 
balcony for the first time in almost 
a century.
